Nigeria’s Boko Haram 
kidnaps more girls as 
outrage grows

have kidhappel eignt more girls from Nigeria’s 
eliibattled lioitheast, residents said yesterday, after 
the ext rent j St group’s leader claiined respoltsihil- 
ity tor abducttiig tnore than 200 schoolgirls last 
month. 

The girls were seized by gLinmen in the village 
ot Warabe as global outrage grew three weeks af¬ 
ter the mass kid trapping in the nearby town ot 
Chibok, which the UN ivarned may be a crime 
agai nst hti ma n ity. 

Boko Haram chief Abu bakar Shekau said the ex¬ 
tremist Islamist group was holding the schoolgirls 
abducted troln Chibok on April 14 as '‘slaves.” 
and threatened to “sell them in the market,” in a 
Video obtained by AFP on Monday. 

The parents of those taken from Chibok said 
shekau^s video had made an already horrifying 
situation eveti worse. 

The latest kidnappings also took place in Porno 
state, theh ome base of the Islamist group. 

Several managed to escape but over 220 girls are 
still being held, according to police. 

British Foreign Secretary William Hague yester¬ 
day called the kidnappingsdisgusting"’^ while US 
senators urged Washington to inter\^ene. 

And the iJnited Nations warned that the sale ot 
the girls could be a crime against humanity. 
E^pt’s prestigious Islatnic institute Al-Azhar 
wnich runs the main Sunni Islamic Liiiiversity in 
the region, said harming the girls ‘Completely 
contradicts the teachings of Islam.”

Texting while driving on the increase on Aruba 


ORANJESTAD — During a re¬ 
cent press conference, Minister of 
justice Arthur Dowers announced 
that even though the police are re¬ 
sponding strongly against all those 
who do not conipfy with traffic 
rules, there has been a drastic in¬ 
crease m accidents. The police force 
and government are determined to 
invest more time and energy to ad¬ 
dress th IE matter. 

if a driver suddenly veers on the 
road without any indication and 
smashes into a tree or collides with 
another car, from experience, in 
most cases, it can be concluded that 
there is texting taking place while 
driving, or the motorist is distract¬ 
ed by their cellular phone. 

Looking at the incredible risk this 
incurs, the government has opted to 
increase tramc control and acquire 
the necessary instruments to do so. 
At present there is no law that pro¬ 


hibits driving while holding a cel¬ 
lular. But now, since the high in¬ 
crease ottrafFic accident, it is agreed 
that it’s time to change the law. It 
will soon be prohibited to ban, drive 
with cellular phone in hand. Such 
laws have long been enacted in oth¬ 
er countries. 

In 2013 more than 1400 mo¬ 
torists were bned and 1 million 
Am ban florins were collected, 
which is a 50% increase from the 
year before. This demonstrates that 
regular traffic control is p3.ying otf. 
The amount of fatal car accidents 
has decreased during these last 
years and it is expected to continue 
to dimmish. 

In 2013, the police department 
registered 3007 traffic accidents 
wfth no personal injuries, w hie 
there were I0a9 accidents with 
minor injuries. Compared to 2012 
this represents an increase of 1000 



accidents with minor iniuries 
400 accidents with no injuries. 

Minister Dowers concluded by 
saying that police will continued 
with intervention a nd control m 


havior by motorists. ‘^This will be 
one ot the mam priorities of the 
government,’ he said.

ORANIESTAD — There are litany acci¬ 
dents that take place on the island. Thei'e ate 
more accidents between car and car in com¬ 
parison to car and motorcycle, nevertheless 
the accident between car and the motorcycle 
is because the car driver does not measure 
the velocity of the motorcycle. “There are 
many time that the car driver thinks that the 
motorcycle is coming with an decreased ve¬ 
locity and. cross the street without tneasur- 
mg the consequences.” said Mr. Lito Lade, 
police spokesman. 

The police force focLised on the awareness 
for parents to place their children in a child 
seat to prevent impact on the child during 
an accident. According the police spokes¬ 
man, law states that if a child is under than 
12 years of age he must sit in the back and if 
the child is under a years of age a child seat 
is necessary. 

“Eveiy parent that loves his c hild must fol¬ 
low this regulation for protection of their 
child. It this is not the case, the parents is 
shown as irresponsible of their children. The 
parent always think that nothing can hap¬ 
pen, but this is not the case. There are many 


parent mat ride witn tneir cfaild on a scooter 
or motorcycle ivithout helm, which is ex¬ 
tremely dangerous.” explained Lade. 

“The police officer that see such a situation 
must act at once for the child satety. Motor¬ 
ists must be cautious on the roadT and fol¬ 
low traffic regulations. We must be aware of 
the cyclists also hitting the road. Currently, 
we have many complain from tourists and 


locals that car drivers does not respect cy¬ 
clists,” concluded Lade. 

The pol ice force has a project bid where 
they are working on to win it. The gov¬ 
ernment ot Amba will come with a project 
wi th more than 200 cameras that will be 
alaced around the island. The cameras will 
ae placed at strategic places to monitor the

Malaria has re-emerge(d in Venezuela 


CARACAS — For the fust titiie in 50 
years, Malaria, which is ctisseiniiiated 


by mosquitoes, is spreading fioin Jun¬ 
gle coinuuinifies to busning in ban 
centers. Its revival, experts say, could 
cake at least two years to reverse. 

The occasional case in remote min¬ 
ing^ areas aside, Venezuela declared 
itself malaria-flee in the 1960s, This 
followed a decade-long effoiT that 
included widespread spraying of 
the DDT chemical compouna, ed¬ 
ucational campaigns and a goverti- 
menr-led initiative to improve sew'age 
systems and housing. 

'Many healthcare^ otficials in this 
polarised, od-rich South American 
counriy believe the biggest obstacle 
to eliniinating the disease could be a 
political one.^tJnless you have a con¬ 


certed efFott betw'een the government 
and public health sectors the prob¬ 
lem just grows exponentially,” said Dr 
Gustavo villa sill if. health tiiinister in 
the opposition-led state of Miranda. 

Since the first case of urban ma¬ 
laria w^as repoiTed in December, the 
ministiy^ says there have been 22,331 
cases nationwide, with 22,000 since 
Januaiy. Although the propoition of 
infected people is almost 15% low'er 
than during the same period last year, 
cases have sprut;^ up in three states 
for the fust time m neady six decades. 
Until recently^, the disease was limited 
to Bolivar and Amazonas in Brazil, 
the Amazonian states where illegal 
minii:g activity^ is rampant and where 
malaria had not been eradicated .

Remains of 9/11 victims to be 
moved to ground zero 
















NEW YORK (AFP) - The umdetiirihed reiiiains oi victims of the Septem¬ 
ber 11, 2001 attacks m New York w'lll be taken Saturday to ground zero, 
but the move has sparked strong opposition from some fa mi I ies. 

The attacks —• itr which hijac'ked |etliners smashed into the Twin Towers, 
the Pentagon in Washington, and a held in Pennsylvania — killed 2,75 3 
people at the World Trade Center, or Twin Towers, alone. 

But only 1,115 of the bod ies were evei' tdentihed, according to figures 
trom the New York medical examiners^ office. 

The Linidentihed remains will be moved from there to a specially built 
repository" under the National September 11 Memorial Sf Museum on May 
10, the mayor's office said in a letter to victims’ families. 

"This transfer will be conducted in a dignified and respectfiil manner, 
while also ensuring the protection and security o f the remains during the 
move,’* the letter said. 

Nearly 3,000 pieces of human remains — w'hich authorities have been 
unable to match w^ith DNA provided by families — will be moved in a 
"solemn, somber, respect £il procession” of vehicles from the police, fire de- 
paitmeht. and the Port Authority of New York ■St New Jersey, The New 
York Times reported. 

There i,vill be no religious ceremony or service, nor will the event be at¬ 
tended by ciry' officials, the newspaper added, 

According to Susan Dahill, communications director for the Woices of 
September IlthCthe event will only be open to family members of the vic¬ 
tims‘‘because ot the space limitation.’*

SLAVYANSK {AFP) - Russia yesteiday re¬ 
jected £i new peace initiative for the Ukraine 
as fears of open war mounted over the ex-So¬ 
viet republic, whose troops are waging an in¬ 
creasingly deadly often si ve against pio-M os- 
cow rebels. 

“Chaos and the lisk of civil war” are loom¬ 
ing, French President Fmncois Hollande 
warned after Kiev announced the death toll 
from an assault on a rebel-held ftaslipoinc 
town in the east load climbed over 34. 

“We are not veiy fir froJii a militaiy con¬ 
frontation in the Ukraine,” added German

Tlie West, whicli is threatening to broaden 
sanctions on Russia over the worsening crisis, 
sees a May 25 presidential poll in die Ukiaine 
as ciiicial to haulitig the countiy back frotn 
the blink.

“We need a ceasefire for the election,” Swiss

the external threats and provocations sup¬ 
ported by Russia” to ensure the election goes 
ahead.

The meetings themselves doii'^t 
sound too crazy, but they do raise 
questions as to how the NSA used 
tne information it learned from 
Google and other tech companies 
in order to spy on people, espe¬ 
cially considering that the NSA had 
secretly gained access to the main 
communications links connecting 
worldwide data centers ot Yahoo 
and Google. 

At the time, Google was '‘out¬ 
raged'’ that the NSA was snooping 
on its networks. Google Chairman 
Eric Schmidt even said at the time: 
‘dt''s really outrageous that the NSA 
was lookitig between the Google 
data centers, it that’s true.” 


On }une 28, 2012, Alexander sent 
an email inviting Schmidt to a ‘^clas¬ 
sified threat briefing''’ at a '‘secure 
location” m San lose, California, 
on Aug, 8, 2012. 

According to the email, Alexander 
met with industry execs earlier in 
the month, but now wanted another 
meeting.

Wheti Young retired 
Waddell to end the game, Young shouted ‘'How do you like 
that, you hayseed”— a perfect moment of retribution in one 
of baseball’s all-time greatest performances. 

Young’s perfect s;^ime w'ashk some fluko either, coming 
during a stretch or25 1/3 hitless innings. Young would 
toss 40 complete games during that '04 season, including a 
league-leading 10 shutouts. Dude could hurl. 


Football: French legend Zidane set 
for Bordeaux - reports 


BORDEAUX (AFP) - France legend 
Zinedine Zidane is poised to become nead 
coach of Ligue 1 side Bordeaux, according 
to reports in the French media oiii Tuesday. 

Zidane, 41, played for Cannes, Bordeaux 
and [uventus before joining Real Madrid m 
2001 and retiring at the age of 34 m 2006. 

He is currently \.vorking as an assistant to 
Real coach Carlo Aiicelotti, and in January 
graduated with a diploma in sports man¬ 
agement at the Centre for the Law and 
Economics of Sport in Limoges.

The Sud Quest d aily wrote Tuesd ay that 
Bordeaux had made Zidane "top of their list” 
to replace existing manager Francis Gil lot.

Bordeaux president jean-Louis Triaud said 
on Tuesday: "It’s a tumour and the time is 
coming, when it’s the moment to discuss the 
set up tor next season well talk about it then.” 

If It comes about Zidane will become the 



sec ond 1993 French World Cup champion to 
manage Bordeaux after his former teammate 
Laurent Blanc, who was also a rookie coach, 
taking over the Bordeaux reins m 2007. 

Blanc, now in charge of defending cham¬ 
pions Paris Saint-Germain who can w^in the 
2013-2014 title on Wednesday, guided them 
to the Ligue 1 title m 2009. 



OAKLAND (AFP) - Mark Jackson was fired Tuesday as 
coach of the Golden State Warriors, three days after the team 
was ousted by the Los Angeles Clippers in the first round of 
the NBA playoffs. 

Jackson spent three seasons as coach of the Warriors, guid¬ 
ing them to a 51-31 record this season and a combilietl 121- 
109 mark d Liring his time at Golden State, which began m 
2011.

RIO DEJANEIRO, May 6, 2014 (AFP) - Erazilian sports 
minister AJdo RebeJo admitted Tuesday the World Cup Faced 
‘‘serious” security problems — but sai d tbe country would 
not be as dangerous as warzones like Iraq or Afghanistan. 

“We all have our tragedies and challenges, serious prob¬ 
lems relating to security,” said Rebelo as he embarked upon 
a hyperbolic often si ve to defend Brazil, racing to be ready 
to host the Cup from June 12, 

“1 think Brazil is far less exposed to this kind of religious 
and nationalistic violence^ which has aftected countries such 
as Iraq and Afghanistan, Rebelo said in a Rio address. 

He also hit back at English press reports voicing fears about 
crime in Manaus — where England open their tournament 
campaign against Italy — citing; Britain^ involvement in the 
2003 invasion of Iraq as a comparison. 

“] think it's a e;ood place tor tootball. The English got used 
to hot temperatures during the colonial era — and the Iraq 
wa I'C R eb el o sai d. 

'T doHt think the English will confront greater threats in 
M aiiaus than in the Iraqi provinces or Afghanistan, where 
they recently lost hundrecls of young soldiers” over the past 
decade, Rebelo added. 

While salu tiiTgthe tact Brazil has ‘‘Erin links with Britain,” 
he could not resist an additional barb. 

Noting the northeastern coastal city of Recite hosts a 
British cemetery, a relic ot a sea-taring colonial poweFs his¬ 
toric tropical adventures, he said; ”1 don’t think its population 
will rise because ot the World Cup!” 

Rebel o also stated that violence had roc ked several sporting 
events in the past, citing the Munich Olympics massacre and 
the 1996 Atlanta Olympics bombing. 

He referred to ‘^the tragedy in Germany when athletes were 
kidnapped and killed” at the 1972 Munich Olympics, as well 
as a bomb attack at the Atlanta Games in 1996, ‘‘when there 
were deaths m the Olympic pai'k.” 

Rebelo also said that onfy this year, “there was an attack at a 
station with civilian victims” in the Russian city ofVolgograd 
ahead ot the Sochi Winter Games. 

He further noted London had sutiered terrorist attacks in

McLaren declare they have taken steps to 
address MP4-29 underperformance 


McLaren are confident they have 
identihed the reasons for thejr slump 
in form and believe ''the start of a 
fresh push and spirit within the 
whole organisation” ahead of this 
weekend’s Spanish GP will start to 
move them back up the grid. 

Since topping the Constructors’ 
championship following a double 
podium finish at the sea son-opener 
in Australia, McLaren have slipped 
to fifth place and failed to score 
points in the last two races. Their 
recent results have given rise to fears 
that the Woking outfit are revert¬ 
ing to their struggles of 2013, when 
they failed to finish on the podium 
all year, and that returning CEO 
Ron Dennis’s prediction that they 
would win a race this season will 
not be realised. 

However, following a three-week 
break between races between China 
and Spam in which the teatn have 
been able to investigate their recent 
underperformance at their Woki 
HQ, Racing Director Eric Bou llier 
believes they understand what has
